Single Taxer Heard. 

D. W. Buchanan, representing the 
Single Tax League of Western Canada, 
advocated before the second session of | 
the tariff commission a reduction of | 
the tarlff along the lines proposed by 
the Canadian Counoi! of Agriculture. 
In the memorandum setting forth the; 
views of the Single Tax League !t is) 
stated: 

“The tariff as a means of raising | 
public revenue 1s inequitable, burden- 
fome, and wasteful, and it would be} 
wise and expedient for the Dominion | 
government to make a substantial ro- 
duction in the tarlff and to replace the 
revenues which are thereby lost by di- 
rect tax of two per cent. upon all un- 
improved land values in the Domin- 
fon,” 

The aim of the league is, according 
to the statement, to have the customs 
tariff entirely abolished. However, in 


|view of the dislocation off business 
which would result from any such 
sudden change, tne league requests 


that this be brought about gradually 
to allow of readjustment. 


Explains Memorandum. 

In explaining what is meant by a 
tax on unimproved land vaiues the | 
league memorandum states: 

“Wedo not mean only the land 
values of unimproved land, but the 
unimproved value of al] land, or, in 
other words, the value of aj! land! 
apart from any improvements which | 
may be in or upon i'."". Among the 
benefits which they state will result, | 
if their sugegstion is adopted, is the 
removal of the ‘njustices of he present 
tariff system, which is held by them, | 


ting a subgtantial reduction in the 
tariff. The memorandum contains fig- 
ures to show that the tax on land 
values would not be an injustice to 
the farmer but that the burden would 
be divided equally between the city 


and the country. 
In addition to the benefit already - 
mentioned, the Single Tax League 


holds that beneficial results would ac- 
crue to industry and agriculture. It 


| would encourage the settlement of va- 


cant land because the tax would make 
it unprofiable to hold land idle for 
speculative purposes. The statement 
points out that on the western prairies 
there are millions of acres of good 
agricultural land which has not been} 
brought under cultivation and that, !n 
the interests of the country, the own- 
ers should be ide to pay @ laa to the 
federal treasury. 220i 
Priug.es Defence, 

Continuing his defence of protective 
tariff, R. A. Pringle, K.C., of Ottawa, 
representing the textile industry of 
Canada, said: 

The Dominion Textile companies 
have ben criticized for war profits, I 
am prepared to justify these. The in- 
dustries were called upon to take 
great war risks. Fortunately though 
they managed to emerge with a fair 
protit.”’ 

In comparison he dealt with the, 
profits made by British textile Indus- 
tries, and presented a table showing 
the profits made by these textile in- 
dustries in England were greater than 
those made by industries in Canada, 
He said that free traders had used 
the profits made by Canadian ‘ndus- 
tries as examples of the great encour. 
agement given by protection, He ro- 
marked that this might well be used 
as an argument for protection, “if” he 
said, “free trade England can make 
greater profits, why do free traders 
claim that protection results in abnor- 
mal gains,” 


“Protection” he said, “should not 
be condemned because one textile 
company kept its agreement with 


United States, Britain and Europe and 
made profits.” 

He dealt briefly with attacks made 
on protection by N, P. Lambert and 
used the statements of Prof. Taussit, a 
free trader, to reply to the declarations 
of the Canadian Council of Agricui- 
ture, 

Would Mean Destruction He Says, 

Dealing with the tariff platform of 
the farmers’ party, which he read, Mr 
Pringle said jt would mean the de- 
struction of millions of dollars invest- 
ed in Canadian industry | 


“The fiscal policy of Canada is 
worth something,” he declared. “Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier has said that free 


trade would mean the annihilation of 


| millfons of dollars and the discharging 


of thousands of employees

Industries must be encouraged 
if that debt was to be met, A tax pol- 
fey of encouraging importation was 
the enemy of home industries. 

“We want the greatest revenue 
from the least importation. We want 
to develop the resources of the coun- 
try with the people of the country, 
and we want the people to enjoy the 
benefits of these resources. We are 
only on the threshold of a great ad- 
vance. We have in this 
great resources. We havo great water- 
power, splendid harbors and tremen- 
dous acreage awaiting the coming of 
the plow, and I think we can feel 
every confidence in this country pro-

Summary of Statement submit- 
ted to the Committee of Cabinet 
Ministers at Winnipeg, on Septem- 
ber 14th, by the Canadian Manu- 


facturers’ Association. 


According to the Dominion census, about 
700,000 people are employed in the factories 
of Canada. Including their families, the 
number of persomws who depend for their 
living on the wage rolls of Canadian fac- 
tories number 2,000,000, In addition there 
are probably half as many more wholesale 
and retail traders, professional and buasi- 
ness men and others who derive the chief 
part of their income directly from imdus- 
Moreover, as about 
80 per cent. of the total annual produce 
of Canadian farms is consumed in Canada, 
chiefly in towns and cities, farmers are 
also vitally concerned with industrial con- 
ditions, 


Any civilized country that aspires to 
greatness must be strong in the following 
departments of national activity; agricul- 
ture, manufacturing, ¢transportatiom and 
finance. Purely agrarian countries huve 
never reached any degree of greatness; 
purely industrial countries cannot exist; 
oth manufacturing amd agriculture are 
helpless without the machinery of finance 
and, transportation systems to carry prod- 
uce, 


What part does the factory play? Re- 
move the factories and imagine the effect 
on the wholesale and retail trade, on the 
banks, on the financial and brokerage 
houses, on real estate, on the pfofessional 
men, on the tax-colleciing departments? In 
the majority of Canadian cities and towns 
the factories are tbe direct or indirect 
cause of a very comsiderable part of busi- 
ness transacted, because the welfore of 
many allied activities depends on the ebb 
and flow of the factory output, the buying 
capacity of the factory purchasing depart- 
ment and the spending of the factory pay- 
roll, Strike at the trp eo you atrike 
fat nearly every one in the city or town. 
Strike at the city or town and you strike 
at the agricultural population surrounding 
the city or town, for cities and towns use 
the produce of the farm, while the cities 
and towns in their turm supply the farms 
with most of those tuxuries, comforts and 
necessities which are part of civilized exis- 
tence, 


Nearly every family tn Canada, directly 
or indirectly, {a benefitted by industrial 
prosperity and injured by industriul de- 
pression, 


The Principle of Protection. 


As the Canadian customs tariff has not 
been revised since 1907, revision is now 
overdue, After careful investigation, it 
may be found that the rates of duty on 
some articleg gre too high and will conse- 
quently be lowered; or, in certaimr other 
cases, that the rates of duty will be con- 
sidered fair and remain unchanged. But all 
tariff revisions are governed by a guiding 
principle, and this guiding principle must 
be elther the policy of protection or the 
policy of free trade. The term “tariff for 
revenue” is misleading because a tariff of 
even 10 per cent, on an article produced in 
Canada yields revenue and also affords a 
small degree of incidental protection, 


In presenting this statement, therefore, 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association 
respectfully beg to re-affirm its advocacy 
and support of the policy of adequate pro- 
tection for Canadian industry (the policy 
which has been maintained since 1878 in 
Canada by all political parties that bave 
held power). 


Moreover, the Association pledges its 
support to any measures Which will hasten 
the adoption throughout the British Em- 

ire af substantial customs preferences for 

Smplre products, corresponding to the 
preferences now provided in the Customs 
tariff in Canada,

(4) To make Canada seif-contained by 
developing and encouraging within her 
boundaries .all legitimate activities that 
will give occupation to Canadian citizens. 


The protective system is, above all 
things, a national system, The country 1s 
a unit. It alms to make the individua 
country strong in all vital departments of 
activity. If it were founded on any other 
basis ie could not survive, and the only 
reason that the protective system has been 
in operation in practically all civilized 
countries for several centuries, with a few 
intermittent exceptions, is that the system 
safeguards and develops the resources and 
prosperity of tne great majority of the 
citizens of each country. 


The Tariff. 


The tariff protects domestic industry by 
increasing the difficulty of importing com- 
peting products; in the second place, it 
secures revenue for the Gove::.ment; and 
in the third place it can be used either as 
& weapon against any SOreeD country that 
is using discriminating methods, or to bar- 
gaiyp with a foreign country for tariff con- 
cessions that will open desirable markets 
for Canadian pioducts. Conséquentiy, the 
tariff, wolng. the chief instrument which 
maintains the protective system in opera- 
tion, cannot be suddenly changed or abol- 
ished without at the same time changing 
or abolishing the protective system, 


Support of the protective principle 
should not be confused avith advocacy of 
high tariff. The Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Assoclition has never advocated a high tar® 
iff; and does not advocate a high tariff 
now; but it is a conservative statement of 
fact to say that the Canadian customs tar- 
iff as it stands to-day is not a high tariff 
and that in comparison with tariffs of 
other countries it is very moderate, 


During the year ending March 31st, 1920, 
the average rate of duty on all dutiable 
importatians, less the customs war tariff 
collections, was 22% per cent, 

The average rate of duty on all importa- 
tions, free and dutiable, after deducting 
the customs war tariff collections, was 14 
per cent, 


On the 11t% diy of May, 1920, the customs 
war tariff rates were completely removed 
by Parliament. Surely it is reasonable ta 
Say that the average rate of duty of 22% 
per cent, on all dutiable linportations and 
the average rate of duty of 14 2-3 per cent, 
on all importat.ons, dutiable and free, now 
imposed by the Canadian Customs Tariff, 
constitute a moderate tariff, 


The World Tendency Towards Protection, 

Fiscal polley of countries are inter-re- 
lated and swing together like a pendulum 
towards protection at one period and to- 
ward free trade at another period. This 
fact is significant because the present 
swing of the world pendulum 1s strongly 
towards protection, 


Following the armistice, Iudustrial coun-

‘The United Kingdom, notwithstandiug 
statements to the contrary, is not a free 
trade country. She now applies various 
protective duties, and has a meastre be- 
fore Parliament designed LN ad def dump- 
ing, arising from one epreciation or 
other causes, During his budget speech 
in the House of Commons on April 19th 
last, the Honorable Austen Chamberlain, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, stated that 
the United Kingdom had raised during the 
year ending March Sist, 1920, the sum of 
£149,860,000 from customs duties !mposed 
on goods imported into the United ing- 
dom, That is, every resident of the United 
Kingdom paid a customs tariff on the ay- 
erage of about $16 last year, In Canada 
last year the average per capita tariff tax, 
including the war tariff, now removed, wag 
about $23, or without the war tariff, about 
$19.50. Yet, some people describe Grent 
Britain as a free trade country and Canada 
as a high tariff country. 

The business men of Great Britain real- 
ized early in the war that steps must be 
taken upon the cessation of hostilities, to 
protect British industries and various com- 
mittees have reported to the British Parlia- 
ment recommending a measure of protec- 
tion for British industries. ° 

France increased her tariff rates during 
the past hah on most goods, by amounts 
varying from ten to three hundred per 
cent.; amd as late as April 28th, 1920, she 
announced a new and extensive list of pro- 
hibited imports, Italy, Switzerland, Aus- 
tria, Spain, Roumania and the Balkan 
States have made general incrensese in 
thelr tariffs, Recent dispatches show that 
atf l higher protection is being provided 
in mast of these countries, and especially 
in France, Italy and Spain. Japan has 
now in operation a hi, protective tariff. 

In South America, all countries have tar- 
iffs designed not only for the purpose of 
producing revenue, but also to provide gor 
a reasonable measure of protection for 
home {ndustry. The average rate of duty 
on all importations, both free and duttable, 
for these countries, for 1913, the latest 
year for which statistics are obtainable, 
follow:

A tarrif was introduced in Australia on 
March 24th, 1920, which is highly protec- 
tive in character, All British countries 
outside the United Kngdom, have tariffs 
that are protective in character, with the 
exception of certain Eastern countries, 
such as India and the Straits Settlements, 
which impose duties on certain tmports 
for revenue, 

Official records show that there {s not in 
the world to-day one country makin 
pretentions to industria] developmen 
is without a protective tariff, 

This Dominion’s tariff legislation de- 
gizced for national development, must be 
uffected by the fact that every great In- 
dustrial nation to-day throughout the 
world has erected protective tariff barriers 
Against the exploitation of its markets by 
other notions. Were our customs tariff re- 
moved whilst other countries maintain and 
strengthen theirs, our markets would be 
filled with the overflow goods from for- 
eign countries, while our goods would be 
largely shut out of foreign markets, This 
would so reduce the markets of our fac- 
tories as to raise Camdlan productive 
costs above a competitive basis; and many 
of them would be compelled to cease op- 
erations.

Growth of Canada Under Protection, 


The best way to determine whether or 
not Canada has flourished under the policy 
of adequate protection for Canadian indus- 
try {s to study the statistics, not for one 
imdustry, but for all the great basic indus- 
tries, and see how they have developed 
since 1878. Consider first the total trade 
of Canada. The following table shows 
that since the introduction of the National 
Trade Policy, our total trade has multi- 
plied by sixteen times: ;

1. Canada has shown wonderful growth in agriculture, manufacturing, 
forest production, mineral production, transportation, banking,

Briefly, we cannot Wannfacture exten- 
sively in Canada at the present age and 
Stage of our industries unless these indus- 
tries are given protection agalust the in- 
dustries of the United States. We “hare 
two choices, We can abolish our tariff and 
allow the United States to manufncture for 
us, while we produce raw materials for 
them, or we can persevere in our deter-

In Burope there ts a well known phrase 
“peaceful penctration,” Translated, this 
means the domination of a small country 
by a big country. The amall country, tt 
is true, ofter keeps the forms of national 
Independence after freedom has departed, 
and remains bound im fetters of financial 
and commercial subservience, 

During the reciprocity campaigh of 1911, 


Bx-President Taft and the late Ex-Presi- 
dent Loosevelt were agreed that reci- 
procity would be a good thing for the 
United Statea. They wrote confidentiat 
letters to each other on the aubject; then 
came the quarrel over the nomination for 
the Presidency and the correspondence was 
published by Wx-President Taft on the 
25th of April, 1012, at Boston, Mags, 

In a letter from Ex-President Taft to 
the late Bx-President Roosevelt, the fol- 
lowing extract occurs ;— 


“The amownt of Canadian products
